Preservation of Eggs 

Preserve only absolutely fresh 
eggs; stale eggs will not keep in any 
preservative. 

Have your preservative ready to 
receive the fresh eggs as you get 
them. 

If you are in doubt as to the fresh- 
ness of the eggs, candle them, or see 
weather they sink when placed in a 
dish or clear water. If an egg sinks 
it is reasonably fresh. 

Do not preserve dirty eggs or eggs 
that have been washed. Washed 
eggs will not keep because the shell 
has been moijtenet; and dir.iy eggs 
will become tainted in flavor. 

Do not use the same liquid pre- 
servative more than one year. 

Infertile eggs are better than fer- 
tile eggs for preserving. 

Do not leave eggs in the preserva- 
tive longer than one year. 

Rinse the eggs with water, after 
preserva- 
tive. 

Eggs that are in good condition 
when removed from water glass so- 
lution will usually remain good for 
two weeks. 

Water glass eggs are practically as 
good as fresh eggs for all cooxkiay 
purposes. If it is desired to boii 
them, prick a small hole through the 
large end of the shell before placing 
them in the water. The pores of ~he 
shell have been sealed by the water 
glass solution, aud without the pin- 
hole the expanding air within the 
shell would burst it.

ean Countries 

There has bee: much talk recently 
in Canada about the temperance rules 
now in force in the training camps 
of the militia force. 

Only a short time ago, it was 
brought home to the Tsar of Russia 
and his advisers that in the past ex- 
cessive quentities of drink have been 
ecnsumed by the Russian army with 
the result that an order was pub- 
lished in St. Petersburg dealing in 
the most drastic way with the drink- 
ing evil among the soldiers. In the 
attempt to stamp out drunkenness, 
officers are forvidden to drink vodka 
in camp, on manoeuvres or while on 
duty with their men; and not only 
this, but they are ordered to dis- 
courage drinking among the men as 
much as possible. and themselves 
to set an examplo of sobriety. The 
rule for the private soldier ‘s even 
stricter. Vodka is to be absolutely 
forbidden at all times, and the most 
stringent measures are to be adopt- 
ed to prevent the Russian Tommy 
Atkins from indulging in his favor- 
ite drink, 

So strict a eurveillance is to be 
exercised over them that no man 
who is known to be addicted to drink 
is to be allowed to receive any money 
from home without the express per- 
mission of tis ccmmanding officer. 

The rules are certainly extremely 
stringent; but, granted the necessity 
for them, the authorities are very 
wisely determined upon doing their 
best to provide the men with suf- 
ficiently varied interests in life to 
make them less inclined to feel the 
deprivation caused by this whole- 
sale total abstinence pledge. 

Commanding officers are to do 
their best to improve the lives of 
the men under them, the introduction 
of games, the promotion of libraries 
and the giving facilities for the study 
of foreign languages being specially 
recommended. . 

Soldiers will watch with interest 
the results of the Tsar’s experiment. 
Compulsion is a thing that is dis- 
tasteful to most people, especially 
compulsion along a particular moral 
path; and it may be true that the 
order of the Tsar may lead to an 
enormous amount o/ secret drinking. 

At the same time, the probable re- 
sult will be that in the Russian army 
drunkenness, instead of being aman 
ly peccadilv, wili be regarded as a 
secret vice, and at the best a breach 
of good form 

Thanks very largely to Lord Rob 
erts’ temperance crusade, drunken 
ness has been in the British army 
daily growing in disfavor, so much 
so that one might spend weeks in 
a large garrison without ever seeing 
a drunken soldier, In spite of the 
insults which some people are ever 
ready to heap on the head of the 
British soldier, the British army is 
probably the sobarest-army in Europe 

Both in the officers’ mess 
the barrack-rcom the man who 
drinks to excess sins against the 
unwritten law, and is told so _ in| 
terms that are unmistakable. It is 
not only in the army that a marked) 
change has been seen of recent years 
in this diree.ion. ‘The whole attitude!

Dry coal Goes not produce as much 
heat as voal that is 
damp. It is, of course a fact that a 
greater heat makes the fuel more 
valuable, and st is eesential to know 
ey to secure the mos: from ordinary 
uel, 

Coal chat is to be burned ia a fur- 
nace, a stove or a grate for immed- 
jate heat will produce nearly one- 
fourth more heat when wet than 
when dry. Coal that is to be placed in 
a stove or furnace to be closed up 
80 as to precuce a long continued, 
moderate heat will produce a little 
more thas onsthivcd more heat if 
there is plenty of of moisture than 
can be secured if the coal is reai dry. 

Large lumps of coal can be soaked 
in a pail of wate: for half an hour, 
and the heat will be increased nearly 
one-half. This i: done in cases whei3 
‘t.e lumps are used in stoves tightly 
,closed, such as those kpown as air- 
tight furnaces. 

Several pails of water thrown over 
® ton of ccat will increase its va'ue 
greatly to the consumer. Coal will 
burn bfisk'y ir wet and almost air- 
jess mines, and it is said the heat is 
intense. When there is a fire and the 
coal pile burns it is difficult todrown 
that portioa of che fire with water. 
We might a well secure a little of 
the heat rtored in burning water as 
to permit it all to go unused.

considerap-y | Necessity For Their Provision by 


Municipal Enterprise 

One of the most notable features 
in the deve.opment of municipai en- 
terprise during the past decade was 
the playgrounds movement, Within 
six years o: the formation of the 
Playground association of America, 
in 1906, more than 400 American 
cities had entered upon the scheme 
of supervised recreation centres for 
children as a municipal undertaking. 
The movement has also gained rapid- 
ly increasing in favor throughout Do- 
minion and } ontreal, Toronto, Winni- 
peg and other Canadian cities have 
undertaken the carrying on of super- 
vised playgrounds. Its remarkanle 
popularity and growth may be attrib- 
uted to universal recognition of -ts 
value as a prime preventive measure 
in the interest of public health and 
as the sole available means of secur- 
ing to the urban child one of the es- 
sentials of his existence, Play is the 
prerogative, as it is a necessity, of 
healthy, normal childhood. 

It takes litule persuasion, beyond 
the silent, convincing proof of living 
conditions in our industrial centres, to 
induce city governments to come to 
the aid of children whose only play- 
ground is the pavement or the alley. 
The standard of future citizenship de- 
pends too vitally upon their proper 
training to permit neglect of any 
means whereby that training may 
be made to include a full share of 
wholesome, character-forming games. 
And, in view of the failure to secure— 
one may almost scy, the impossibility 
of securing—the necessary facilities 
through private and individual initia- 
tive, it becomes the duty of municipal- 
ities, as such, to undertake the pro- 
vision of accessible, spacious, well- 
equipped and properly supervised play 
and recreacior centres. It is a form 
of public enterpri: 2 to which no va-id 
objection can be offered. 

The guesticn of publicly provided 
recreation (aci.ities, however, is not 
solved merely through the faction of 
juvenile needs. It is one of wider

Hatching Fags in Rice 

Certain of the Chinese in the intet- 
ior districts adjecent to Amoy employ 
a somewhat unusual method for 
hatehing both hens and ducks’ ergs. 
The breeder first takes a quantity 
of unhusked rice and roasts it, cool- 
ing it down by fanning or allowing the 
wind to blow through until it is luke- 
warm. He tnen spreads a three inch 
layer of the rice in a wooden tub and 
places about 100 eggs thereon; an- 
other layer of rice, this second and 
subsequent layer being but two inches 
‘in thickaess, is spread over the eggs.

would not be seen from distant space; 
he would not be a star among che 
Stars, and who can say that what he 
expends to make himself known and 
tc maintain this rank in the universe;
